The consent herein 
and hereby given being in accordance with the eighteenth 
clause of the eighth Section of the first Article of the Consti- 
tution of the United States, and with the Acts of Congress 
in such cases made and provided. 


SECTION 2. The lots, parcels, or tracts of land so selected, 
together with the tenements and appurtenances, for the pur- 
poses before mentioned, shall be held exempt from taxation 
by the State of Delaware. 


SEcTION 3. The sovereignty and jurisdiction of this 
State shall extend over all lands hereafter acquired by the 
United States within the limits of this State, so far as that all 
civil and criminal process, isstted by virtue of any law of this 
State, may be executed in any part of the lands so acquired, 
or the building or structures thereon erected.

AN ACT concerning the establishment of a General System of Free Public 
Schools. 


Be it enacted by the Scnate and House of Representatives of 
the State of Delaware tn General clssembly met: 


Srcrion 1. The general supervision and control of the 
free public schools of this State, including those for colored 
children, shall be vested in a State Board of Education ; 
which shall be composed of the Governor, the Secretary of 
State, the President of Delaware College, the State Auditor, 
and the senior member of each County School Cominission 
by this act created, as inembers by virtue and during the 
continuance of their office. 


The Governor.shall be the president and the Anditor shall be 
the Secretary of the said State Board of Education. ‘The said 
State Board shall hold meetings quarterly, during the last week 
i cach of the inontlis of September, December, March and June 
in each year, in the office of the Anditor at Dover, and may hold 
special mectings at the call of the President (or Secretary.) The 
first mecting of the said, State Board herein created, shall be on 
Saturday, the twenty-fifth day of June, in the year eighteen 
hundred and uinety-cight’ at eleven o'clock in the forenoon. 
Four mentbers shall constitute a quorum to do business, but 
a less number may adjourn from time lo time until a quorum 
is secured.

tion passenger tickets; nor to prohibit any such corporation from 
giving reduced passenger rates to ministers of religion solely en- 
gaged in ministerial duties, or to the United States, State or munici- 
pal governments ; nor to prohibit any such corporations from giving 
free carriage to their own officers and employees; nor to prohibit 
any such corporation from giving reduced rates of transportation to 
other railroad corporations for railroad construction, material, 
equipment or supplies,

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CHAPTER 285. 
OF CITIES AND TOWNS. 
An ACT TO INCORPORATE THE Town or DAasporo. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the 
State of Delaware in General Assembly met (with the coucur- 
rence of two-thirds of all the members elected to each House 
thereof ) : 


Secrron 1. That William P. Short, Rufus D. Lingo, Derrick 
B. Hazzard, Mitchell Hall and Thomas B. Riggin are hereby ap- 
pointed commissioners, whose duty it shall be, and they or a ma- 
jority of them are hereby authorized and empowered, with the as- 
sistance of a skillful surveyor, to be by them chosen, to survey and 
lay down on a plot the Town of Dagsboro, in Sussex County, es- 
tablishing its limits and making and describing its streets, alleys, 
lanes and sidewalks, and shall, when the service is performed, re- 
turn the plot, under their hands, to the Recorder’s office at George- 
town, to be recorded, and the original and the record, or a certified 
copy thereof, shall be evidence. The commissioners, and the sur- 
veyor, before entering upon their duties under this Section, shall 
take an oath or affirmation to discharge them with fidelity, and the 
aforesaid return shall show that this qualification was complied 
with. 


Secrion 2. Be it further enacted as aforesaid, that the com- 
missioners hereby appointed, and their successors in office, to be 
chosen as hereinafter provided, shall be a body politic and corpo- 
rate, in fact and in law, by the name of the “Commissioners of the 
Town of Dagsboro,” and may sue and be sued by that name ; they 
shall in addition to the power heretofore conferred, have power to 
regulate the streets, lanes, alleys and sidewalks of said town and 
may direct the latter, or such part thereof as they may determine, 
to be paved the width of at least five feet, or otherwise improved, 
at the expense of the owner of the ground adjacent; provided 
further that there will be no compulsion for any one to pave their 
sidewalk for five years from the date of this Act; on complaint of 
any citizen to examineany chimney, stovepipe, fixture, or any other 
matter dangerous to the town, and if adjudged dangerous, to re- 
quire and compel it to be repaired, remedied or removed; to pre- 
vent or remove nuisances therein ; to prohibit the firing of guns
